Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of the Town of 
Kingfield: 


Lapies AND GENTLEMEN: 


This is the tenth annual report submitted to you by the present 
Superintendent of Schools. 

This year all over this school union we have attempted to maintain 
the standard and efficiency of our schools under circumstances and 
conditions that have made it very difficult both from the viewpoint of 
personnel and finances. Here in Kingfield we have been very fortunate 
in securing an excellent corps of teachers. More than one thousand 
Maine teachers left our schools between July 1 and October 1, 1942. 
The schools have in every way attempted to cooperate with the war 
effort. Teachers have gladly and efficiently given of their time and 
work in carrying on three ration programs and are at present facing 
another. They have promoted the sale of War Stamps, the organ- 
ization of Victory Corps and have responded to the request for help 
that they have had from organizations. 

We have, at the request of the Government, added three periods a 
week of physical training courses for both boys and girls. During this 
second semester we will add a pre-induction course recommended by 
the Government. 


INSTRUCTION. In the high school we have an entirely new 
corps of teachers. Mr. Bernard Johnstone resigned to enter the Army 
and Mrs. Johnstone resigned to accept a position in Bath. Miss Christine 
Tutts resigned at the end of the Spring Term. E. S. Kitchin, who had 
formerly taught in Kingfield, was secured as Principal, to teach Math- 
ematics and Science, and Mrs. Kitchin as an assistant. Miss Constance 
Withington, a graduate of Bates College, was secured for the second 
assistant’s position. 

In the elementary schools we had only one change. Miss Eine 
Vainio resigned and Wallace Cunningham, a graduate of Farmington 
Normal School, was secured for this position. 
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HIGH SCHOOL. We have continued our courses in high school 
in about the same manner as in preceding years, only now we are find- 
ing it necessary under pressure of the War Department and State De- 
partment of Education, to add the so-called “ Pre-Induction Course ” 
in an attempt to give our boys preparation in subjects that they will 
use when they are inducted into the Service. 

We have given scholastic attainment tests in the three high schools 
of this district during the past year, and from a state-wide comparison 
find them satisfactory although we are aware that improvements can 
be made. 

We feel that the quality of instruction that is now being given in 
the high school is of a satisfactory grade. 

Following is a report submitted by Mr. Kitchin: 


Report of High School Principal 


To the Superintendent and School Committee of Kingfield:

The enrollment is somewhat larger than last year on account of a 
large entering class. If the war continues, there will likely be a de- 
crease in the number of boys, as those who become eighteen years 
old soon will be called into the branches of the armed services. 

The State Department of Education has requested that we stress 
the fundamentals of English, Mathematics, and Science, especially 
Physics. Therefore, every boy in the senior class is taking at least one 
mathematics subject; several boys are taking two. In keeping with 
the belief of the Army that a physical fitness program should be offered 
in every educational institution, we are having a physical training 
period three times a week for both girls and boys. 

Apparently the financial condition of the student government has 
been excellent for some time. Although it is more difficult in some 
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ways to raise funds now, there is considerably more money in the 
‘treasury than last fall. The students and faculty wish to express deep 
thanks to all who have helped us directly or indirectly to maintain a 
sound financial status. 

Although it is the intention of the principal and teachers of the 
high school to confer with parents from time to time about the scholas- 
tic standing of their sons and daughters, it may not be possible for 
us, due to the many additional duties of school authorities ‘in a war- 
time economy, to call at your homes. We hope that you will not 
hesitate to visit school or come to our homes to talk to us.

ENROLLMENT. The enrollment in the high school is larger 
than last year and I can see no reason why it will not be about the same 
next year. We are graduating a class of 10 this spring. We-have 17 
in the eighth grade and nearly all of these will enter high school. 

With the addition of the new room, taking care of the sixth grade, 
we have had adequate space. The sixth grade of the coming year will 
be as large as that of this year and this will fill this room to its capa- 
city. However, if our enrollment keeps as it is now, year after next 
we will again have a small grade in this room. It is impossible to fore- 
see any different arrangement in the location of grades in rooms for 
some time to come. 


ACTIVITIES. While transportation difficulties have made it 
necessary for us to curtail many of our extracurricular activities, it is 
the policy of the school officials to continue as many as possible, feeling 
that they all have an influence for good in the educational development 
of our boys and girls. 

We had to eliminate the inter-town competition in spelling but 
we hope that we can continue the speaking Spc On vole in the 


high school and in the grades. 


REPAIRS. This. year under this department we have expended 
the sum of $179.61 for necessary repairs. Many unforeseen repairs 
were made. We have laid a floor in the attic of the high school and 
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this has made it possible for us to have a storage place that was badly 
needed. We, however, have a matter facing us in the way of repairs 
that I believe should be brought to the attention of the citizens. The 
desks in the high school building are in very poor condition. No new 
ones have been purchased during the last thirty years. Of course many 
of them have worn out and now it is impossible to purchase new 
castings for their repair as these castings are no longer made. We have 
had to use chairs from the Webster Building to replace broken seats, 
and this has been far from satisfactory as these chairs were not intended 
for this purpose and make far from comfortable or healthful seats. 

It seems that it would be a wise plan to buy a small number of 
new desks and seats during each year, to replace the useless ones that 
we now have. To equip one grade a year would cost about $300. 
Replacing at the same rate each year it would only be a comparatively 
few years before we would have all of the seats in good repair; they 
would be of a type that could be adjusted to fit the individual student, 
and from a view of sanitation, health and posture would be well worth 
the money that would have to be spent. 

The school officials have asked the budget committee to recom- 
mend the raising of $500 for school repairs for the coming year; $200 
of it to be used for general repairs and $300 to be used in making a 
start in replacing the worn-out and unhealthful seats that our boys and 
girls now have to use. 


CONCLUSION. Our schools have had to adjust themselves to 
war conditions, and [| feel that the patriotism that has prompted a 
greater amount and more intensive work on the part of all of the 
teachers is a demonstration of the part that the schools are taking in 
carrying on this war and in educating our boys and girls to be capable 
of directing the affairs of our democracy after the war has been won. 
We have a war to win and a peace to formulate and enjoy. Nothing 
else matters, and the public schools all over the country are directing 
their efforts with these things being made of greatest importance in 
setting up their curricula and outlining their work.

Report of School Physician 


To the Citizens of the Town of Kingfield: 


I herewith submit my report as School Physician for the past year. 
A physical examination of each pupil was made. The following 
table gives a comparison of this year’s findings with those of a year ago

The number of pupils with defective vision was the same as last 
year. This does not mean that no corrections were made during the 
year but that while most of those who had trouble saw an oculist and 
got needed glasses others developed defects which were not apparent a 


year ago. 
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In regard to those with decayed teeth I report even one cavity in a 
temporary tooth. It will be noted from the table below that much | 
the larger number with defective teeth are in the lower grades. Most 
of these are temporary teeth. Some of the dentists consulted do not — 
advise filling temporary teeth and have signed the cards signifying that — 
the dental condition meets with their approval. It is not my province 
to overrule the-opinion of the dentist and such pupils who have no 
other defects noted are entitled to their 7 point pins.

To the Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of Kingfield: 
LapIEs AND GENTLEMEN: 


This is the second annual report submitted to you by the present 
Fire Chief. | 


FINANCES. This year we have available in our Fire Department 
Fund the sum of $1,000. This report shows expendittires for a period 
of 52 weeks. Our expenditures have not been quite as great this year, 
but our training of men has been carried on the same as last year, and 
we have added some new equipment. In some detail our expenditures 
will have to be about as follows.

ACTIVITIES. The Fire Department has an enrollment of eighteen 
active members and our fourteen auxiliary men have been put on the 
active list because our force has been hard hit by draft and men leaving 
for defense work in other parts of the State. We have had our regular 
drills during the summer and fall months and the new men have be- 
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come acquainted with their position and the means of being efficient 
at the time when needed. We have been out on duty during the trial 
blackouts and the men have performed well and been very efficient in 
handling their equipment in the blackout period. The men have re- 
sponded well to the practice calls and also taken interest in their work. 
We realize that there is a lot of chance for improvement and hope this 
year ‘to get our men more efficient. Our pumper crew has been out 
several times this summer to different places and have shown that 
they are well trained and each man did his job well. This year we have 
got to train a new crew for we have only one regular left on at present. 
We are planning to put on some High School boys this year and have 
them ready for fire work in the future. 


CONCLUSION. We have made a lot of progress in two years 
by having extra good equipment and still we do not want to stop 
functioning as a Fire Department. We realize the value of an efficient 
Department. We are not asking for more money this year but we as 
a Fire Department feel that we need a building for our equipment .and 
a place where our men may gather and have social times and a chance 
to have classes for the purpose of becoming more efficient in fire fight- 
ing. The Fire Chief has been in most of the small towns around and 
each one have a fine place for their equipment and a truck to go with, 
a place for the men to gather and hold their regular monthly meetings. 
This is our aim for the coming year and would like the co-operation of 
our citizens in gaining this goal. 

In closing this report, 1 want to express in the way of a personal 
note, the appreciation of the members and the Fire Chief, for the in- 
terest that the Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of Kingfield 
have shown in providing the means for the organization of a Fire De- 
partment.

The enrollment is somewhat smaller than last year due to the loss 
of senior boys to the armed services and the migration of families. With 
the current war situation it appears that we might possibly lose more 
before the end of the school year. It is apparent that we shall have about 
18 in the Freshman class next year which will increase our total enroll- 
ment in the fall. 

As in the past year or two we are following out the recommenda- 
tions of the State Department of Education that is, that we stress Eng- 
lish, Mathematics and Science, particularly Chemistry and Physics. All 
Seniors are taking courses in the above-mentioned departments. Two 
special pre-induction courses are being given, Basic Electricity and 
Shop Mathematics. 

The financial condition of the student government is excellent and 
the students and faculty wish to express deep thanks to all who have 
helped to maintain such a sound financial status. 

Many extra-curricular activities have had to be curtailed because of 
transportation problems. However, I am happy to report that the bas- 
ketball program for both boys and girls was carried on successfully. 

This year we have tried to give individual attention to the students’ 
needs in relation to their school work. We hope that, if you have any 
questions in relation to your son’s or daughter’s scholarship you will call 
and discuss the matter with us.

Report of the Fire Chief 


To the Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of Kingfeld: 
Lapies AND GENTLEMEN: 


This is the third annual report submitted to you by the present 
Fire Chief. 


FINANCES. This year we have available in our Fire Department 
the sum of $500. This report shows expenditures for a period of 52 
weeks. Our expenditures have not been as large this year, but our train- 
ing of men has been carried on as usual. Not quite as much as last year. 
We have added a few pieces of new equipment. Our expenditures are 
as follows.

ACTIVITIES. The Fire Department has an enrollment of eighteen 
active members. We have only four auxiliary men left and we use them 
on the active list. We have been hard hit by draft, and we find that 
every department in other parts of State and county is affected the same 
way. We still try to carry on, although hard to keep men in their regu- 
jar position. About every practice and also in the blackouts we are 
forced to change our men around in different positions, but they have 
done well and proven to the community that they are able to carry on, 
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for they have been trained to fit in at any position, The men have been 
on duty at all blackouts and have performed well and been very efficient 
in handling their equipment in the blackout period. We have had to 
train a new crew for the pumper, and have a full crew at the present 
time. I feel that we have the best crew we have ever had. We are plan- 
ning this year to make a public demonstration so the public can see just 
what we can do with what new equipment we have, 


CONCLUSION. The Fire Chief feels that during the three years 
we have made a lot of progress. I feel that we do not want to stop, and 
that every one of our citizens feel the sarne way. Last year we had $500 
for fire protection, but I feel that this year we should have $800. We 
need two pieces of equipment that would help our Department to be- 
come on a level with others. The pieces of equipment are as follows: a 
trailer-truck to carry the purmper and hose, and also a Y for hydrant. 
At the town meeting would be glad to explain to the voters the necessity 
of these pieces of equipment. 

In closing this report, 1 want to thank the boys for the good work 
they did fighting the fire at the Gov. King house, and also I want to ex. 
press in the way of a personal note, the appreciation of the members 
and the Fire Chief, for the interest that the Selectmen and the Citizens 
of the Town of Kingfield have shown in providing the means for the 
organization of a Fire Departrnent.

The enrollment this year is a bit larger than last year. We are for- 
tunate this year for we have lost only one boy to the armed services. 
We may possibly lose two more before June Ist but they are doing extra 
work in order to qualify for their diplomas. A survey shows that, dur- 
ing the coming school year 1945-46, if present conditions continue, we 
will lose ten boys to the armed services. 

The financial condition of the student government is excellent and 
the students and faculty wish to express deep thanks to all who have 
helped to maintain such a sound financial status. 

Many extra-curricular activities have had to be curtailed because of 
transportation problems. However, I am happy to report that the bas- 
ketball program for both boys and girls was carried on successfully. 
Our success was due in no small measure to those of you who assisted 
us in our transportation problems. 

The most pressing problem of the high school is our school furni- 
ture. At present we are forced to use some of the folding chairs from 
Webster Hall. Many students cannot sit comfortably at our present 
desks. No student can do his best work when he is suffering physical 
discomfort. It is my most earnest recommendation that, as soon as con- 
ditions permit, this situation be remedied. 

Again this year we have tried to give individual attention to the 
students’ needs in relation to school work. We hope that, if you have 
any questions relative to your son’s or daughter’s scholarship, -you will 
call and discuss the matter with us.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee: 


If ever there was a cause, if ever there can be a cause, worthy to be 
upheld by all the toil and sacrifice that the human heart can endure, it 
is the cause of education. — Horace Mann. 


Our philosophy is that we should not only attempt to teach our 
boys and girls the academic subjects but to develop them socially and 
morally as well. We strive to develop in them a well-rounded person- 
ality which will help them to adjust themselves in this ever changing 
social structure of ours. We are interested in teaching them HOW to 
think, not WHAT to think. We hope to train them so that they can 
accept or reject, ponder or weigh. We hope to develop minds through 
which thoughts can flow, not those which will follow blind obedience. 
We hope to develop minds which will think for themselves, minds 
which will be able to analyze and to formulate and to express their 
opinions, not minds which are brains of slaves. All that we hope to do 
is dynamic only when it makes a difference in the lives of individuals. 


At present our boys and girls are being deprived of certain aesthetic 
advantages which would add greatly to a more abundant life. To this 
end I would advise that the towns of this Union unite to engage a full- 
time music teacher — one who can teach instrumental as well as vocal 
music. | 


The trend in the school system of the state is toward an increased 
school year. It is difficult to secure the one hundred eighty days of 
actual school attendance required in a thirty-six-week period. There- 
fore, it would seem fitting that our school year be increased to thirty- 
seven weeks and to pay the teachers on this basis. 

All seats in our schools are old, obsolete and out of date. They 
should gradually be replaced, and I would suggest that a certain amount 
of money be appropriated annually — perhaps five hundred dollars — 
for the purpose of purchasing up-to-date seating units until all rooms 
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are equipped with modern hygienic equipment. It is my understanding 
‘that such an amount was raised last year for the above purpose and in- 
cluded under repairs. Since these units cannot be obtained at present 
it would seem wise to set this amount aside to be used at the earliest 
possible moment. 

The large overdraft this year is due largely to the increased salaries 
which we were obliged to pay our teachers. Apparently this was not 
taken into consideration when the appropriation was made last year. 

Considerable repair work needs to be done on the interior of the 
Stanley School, and if help is available to paint this building on the out- 
side it would seem advisable to do so. Home owners are well aware 
that it is a good practice to keep all buildings in good repair. 

If at any time there is any policy which we are pursuing that any 
interested citizen of the community wishes to discuss with us we would 
welcome the opportunity. Many procedures which are questionable to 
the uninitiated are defended by those who understand them.

Report of the Fire Chief 


To the Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of Kingfield: 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 


This is the fourth annual report submitted to you by the present 
Fire Chief. y 


Finances. This year we have available in our Fire Department 
the sum of $800. This report shows expenditures for a period of 52 
weeks. Our expenditures have been quite large this year, due to the 
fact that supplies have increased in price, and also due to oné forest fire 
on Black Nubble. We have purchased 200 ft. of 2% inch hose at a cost 
of $150, also a Y for hydrant that cost $38.86, and also two new smoke 
masks, and several other smaller articles for use in our department. We 
have also taken in about $173 for use of Pumper at Stratton and Salem 
fires. 


Activities. The Fire Department has an enrollment of eighteen 
active members. We still have four auxiliary men left and we use them 
on the active list. The work that we have done this past year has been 
only what experience we have had at our regular fires. This is no fault 
of the men but take the blame on myself. Have had so much to do this 
past year that it seemed impossible to do what would liked to have done. 
Our men have done well in their work and fit in anywhere you ask 
them to serve. We have checked several fires that might havé been bad 
had not the men responded to their call, and with efficient work saved 
the community from a large fire loss. This year we want to have some 
activities in practice and also do a lot of Pumper work with our outside 
crew. We feel that the outside section of our community should have 
good protection and that our regular Pumper crew should be instructed 
just where to locate themselves to the best advantage to protect a set of 
farm buildings. We shall make this one of our main projects this year. 
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Conctusion. The Fire Chief feels that during the four years we 
have made a lot of progress. I feel that it is for the interest of the com- 
munity that this progression still continue. Last year the town raised 
$800 for fire protection, and feel that we should at least have that same 
amount this year. You will see by the report that we have an unex- 
pended balance of $300. We planned for a trailer-truck but unable to 
purchase what we would like. I would like to see the town raise the 
$800 and let the unexpended amount build itself up so that in a few 
years would have enough to have a fire truck to carry our equipment 
on and have it ready for immediate use. We wish that some good pub- 
lic spirited man would give the fire department a lot in a good location 
so the boys could build and have a place for fire equipment. That is 
one thing that we are in need of. 

In closing this report, I want to thank the boys for the good work 
they have done when called upon, and also the fine spirit of cooperation 
that comes from each one. I also want to express in the way of a per- 
sonal note, the appreciation of the members and the Fire Chief, for the 
interest that the Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of Kingfield 
have shown in providing the means for the organization of a Fire De- 
partment.
